purchase of a home or farm; voea-, 
tional training with $1.50 for each day ( 
of service to be paid as long as the: 
recipients are 
obtaining 
education 


from the government; or, a cash com-1 
pensatlon of $1.50 for each day of! 
service, to be paid within a year after: 
the approval of the bill.

Speaking in connection with what ( 


the national pxeeutive committee of 
the American Legion regards as a fnii 
treatment for ex-service men as above 
outlined, Franklin IVOlier, national 
commander of the American Legion, 
said: 


"Tlie overwhelming majority of ex.- 


service men feel strongly that this gov- 
ernment owes an obligation to all 
persons who were handicapped either 
bodily or financially because of mili- 
tary or naval service during the recent 
war. 


"The American Legion, representing 


over one million ex-service men nnd 
women spoke very plainly on this point 
at its national convention last Js'o- 
veinber.

Lemuel Bolles, national adjutant of 


the American Legion, has received tlie j 
following message from the French 
war veterans, an organization of ex- 
service men in France. The letter was 
transmitted through the New York of- 
fice of the organization, and reads in 
part as follows: 
"To Our American Brothers-In-Arms: 
"COMRADES: 


"The Pollus of France make this ap- 


peal through us to their American 
hrother-in-arms and say to them in the 
name of that justice for which they 
fought together, never forget what yon 
came to do amongst us. By the blood 
which-vj-es shed by us together, In the 
name <* our dead who lie side by side, 
in the name of all the brave men who 
bear on their bodies the glorious marks 
of desperate battles, in the name of 
alt the heroes whom our nations have 
produced, let us not forget, let us 
continue together Iheir sacred work, 


j let us unite our countries as our hearts 
I were Jn the face of death, let. us not 
I lose the fruits of such generous efforts, 
i of so many willing sacrifices, let ;is 


I look clearly into the future and con- 
j tinue for the maintenance of onr lib- 
erty and for the honor of our race 
tho battle to which onr duty calls us. 


"America has gained through her 


sons in this war the right to Immor- 
tality. Nations looked on with admi- 
ration at the spectacle of millions of 
yonng American heroes arriving on the 
soil of France, to defend the sacred 
principles of honor and liberty In- 
scribed in the American Constitution. 


"Victory has crowned their banners 


that and the blood shed for a Just 
cause, that is a past which future 
generations will bo proud to claim as 
a heritage. But the sons of America 
have not finished their work, our com- 
mon enemy does not acknowledge his 
defeat, lie hopes when he will have 
succeeded in sowing the seeds) of dis- 
cord amongst us to renew the fight | 
which he Jnst, thanks to you. We know j 
that calumny will have no effect on j 
you who have scon with your own 
eyes what you saw, you who know 115; 
ami know what we are, but we fear 
that those who have not seen like 
you may come to doubt us and that 
is why we send out (his nnpeiil to 
you, 
comrades, that you may take 


part in aur defense. , 


"Our cans* is yours also, you .cannot, 


go back on us, you saw us in action 
and you know that wo do not need any 
other proofs than our past records to 
prove to all men of worth that if we 
fought this war with so much heroism 
t was because w.e were defending not 
only our soil, but the entire world. 


We Jield back and stemmed the 


'ormidable wave of German invasion, 
almost alone for four years, from the 
Somme river to Alsace, bearing the 
l>n.int of the hardest shocks, our brave 
men leaving their lifeless bodies by 
the hundreds of thousands on the 
fields of battle, without ,nne word of 
complaint or without asking for quar- 
ter, because they knew that if Franco

were vanquished, the principles of the

Trotzky Had Remedy. 


Trotzky, In confessing the failure of 


the bolshevik program to successfully 
socialize industry, charged it to the 
"sabotage of the Intellectuals." 
By 


this he meant that the bolsheviks 
drove the specialists, the technicians 
and managers of Industry, cut of busi- 
ness; that the wcrrking riien, not hav- 
ing the training for those plates re- 
quiring special 'skill and knowledge,1 
were unable efficiently and successfully 
to carry on the business. 
Having 


pointed out the cause of the failure, 
he presented a remedy. He truly said 
that the intellectuals have the benefit 
of special training, education and ex- 
perience, and that shops and factories 
filled with machines, material 
and 


working men, cannot be run without 
the skilled manager, the intelligent, 
experienced foreman. 
But. Trotzky 


has not lost faith in the plan of In- 
dustrial communism, nor has he lost, 
belief In the theory that It can be 
made to increase 
production. 
He 


says that the bourgeois brains, when 
forced into the factories by the state, 
do not\work with the same ambition 
to make a success of the business that 
they did when It was their private 
property and they hr.d a personal-profit 
interest In itsl success. 
Thus they 


are guilty of withholding their best 
from factory management under the 
bolshevik 
scheme 
of 
communism. 


Tills he calls the "sabotage of the in- 
tellectuals." 
To eliminate this diffi- 


culty he proposes that, the . bolshevik 
government turn its attention to the 
education of the working (men, pro- 
vide technical schools and schcols 
teaching business management, fe.nd 
in this manner make competent uwn- 
hgers and technical experts out of 
workingmen.

of service to be paid as long as the: 
recipients are

pensatlon of $1.50 for each day of! 
service, to be paid within a year after:

Speaking in connection with what ( 


the national pxeeutive committee of 
the American Legion regards as a fnii 
treatment for ex-service men as above 
outlined, Franklin IVOlier, national 
commander of the American Legion, 
said: 


"Tlie overwhelming majority of ex.- 


service men feel strongly that this gov- 
ernment owes an obligation to all 
persons who were handicapped either 
bodily or financially because of mili- 
tary or naval service during the recent 
war. 


"The American Legion, representing

following message from the French 
war veterans, an organization of ex- 
service men in France. The letter was 
transmitted through the New York of- 
fice of the organization, and reads in 
part as follows: 
"To Our American Brothers-In-Arms: 
"COMRADES: 


"The Pollus of France make this ap- 


peal through us to their American 
hrother-in-arms and say to them in the 
name of that justice for which they 
fought together, never forget what yon 
came to do amongst us. By the blood 
which-vj-es shed by us together, In the 
name <* our dead who lie side by side, 
in the name of all the brave men who 
bear on their bodies the glorious marks 
of desperate battles, in the name of 
alt the heroes whom our nations have 
produced, let us not forget, let us 
continue together Iheir sacred work, 


j let us unite our countries as our hearts 
I were Jn the face of death, let. us not 
I lose the fruits of such generous efforts, 
i of so many willing sacrifices, let ;is 


I look clearly into the future and con- 
j tinue for the maintenance of onr lib- 
erty and for the honor of our race 
tho battle to which onr duty calls us. 


"America has gained through her 


sons in this war the right to Immor- 
tality. Nations looked on with admi- 
ration at the spectacle of millions of 
yonng American heroes arriving on the 
soil of France, to defend the sacred 
principles of honor and liberty In- 
scribed in the American Constitution. 


"Victory has crowned their banners

Trotzky Had Remedy. 


Trotzky, In confessing the failure of 


the bolshevik program to successfully 
socialize industry, charged it to the 
"sabotage of the Intellectuals." 
By 


this he meant that the bolsheviks 
drove the specialists, the technicians 
and managers of Industry, cut of busi- 
ness; that the wcrrking riien, not hav- 
ing the training for those plates re- 
quiring special 'skill and knowledge,1 
were unable efficiently and successfully 
to carry on the business. 
Having 


pointed out the cause of the failure, 
he presented a remedy. He truly said 
that the intellectuals have the benefit 
of special training, education and ex- 
perience, and that shops and factories 
filled with machines, material 
and 


working men, cannot be run without 
the skilled manager, the intelligent, 
experienced foreman. 
But. Trotzky 


has not lost faith in the plan of In- 
dustrial communism, nor has he lost, 
belief In the theory that It can be 
made to increase 
production. 
He 


says that the bourgeois brains, when 
forced into the factories by the state, 
do not\work with the same ambition 
to make a success of the business that 
they did when It was their private 
property and they hr.d a personal-profit 
interest In itsl success. 
Thus they 


are guilty of withholding their best 
from factory management under the 
bolshevik 
scheme 
of 
communism. 


Tills he calls the "sabotage of the in- 
tellectuals." 
To eliminate this diffi- 


culty he proposes that, the . bolshevik 
government turn its attention to the 
education of the working (men, pro- 
vide technical schools and schcols 
teaching business management, fe.nd 
in this manner make competent uwn- 
hgers and technical experts out of 
workingmen.

also a number of widows, orphan.-,, 
etc , who will receive an increase boun- 
ty 
with which to meet the rising 


prices. 


There are provisions for widows of | 


veterans of 1812 and for veterans of j 
the Mexican war and their depend- 
ents, but the section which is interest- 
ing to local residents is that applying 
to the Civil War.

in inted herewith: 


To one who served ninety days, _ or 


more in the army, navy, or marine 
corps of the United States, and hon- 
orably discharged, $00. 


To one who served less than ninety 


days discharged for disability incurred 
in .service in line of duty, in receipt 
of or entitled to pension, or on pension 
mil as a Civil war vetera, $50. 


To one who has served ninety days, 


honorably dibchaiged, or having- serv- 
ed less than ninety days, clischavfted 
for disability incurved in service in 
Ime of duty, or on roll as a Civil war 
vc-Uran who is helpless or blind as lo 
require regular personal aid and as- 
sistance, $72.
